As We See It: 


School Boundary Problem 
The Board’s Decision 


Every time a school boundary is changed, there is con- 
troversy. 

The current high school attendance area furore seems 
to have more than its share of this commodity. 

It will probably reach a peak at tonights 8 o'clock 
meeting of the Sequoia Union High School board in 
Sequoia High auditorium. 

This meeting amounts to a public hearing on the 
variety of boundary plans now being considered by the 
trustees. 

We hope all who attend will bring with them as ob- 
jective an attitude as they can muster. 

The meeting has been set up specifically to pre- 
sent facts and figures concerning each of the proposed 
changes — number of students involved, transportation 
costs, available money for classroom construction. 

The school board also expects — and is sure to get — 
a cross-section of public opinion on the variety of plans. 

At this point in time, this newspaper is not going to sup- 
port one or another of the plans. 

The choice of a specific attendance area plan —be it 
one of the present proposals or a compromise — belongs 
to the school board. We're sure that these elected, unpaid 
public servants will try to do what is best for the district. 

We do reserve the right to comment upon what- 
ever final choice is made, however. It is our under- 
standing that this won't take place until January, at 
least. 

We would like to offer a few thoughts regarding some 
of the factors involved in local attendance area changes. 

The board’s announced policy is to disturb the smallest 
number of students consistent with the best use of present 
school facilities. 

It seems pretty obvious to us that the status quo can’t 
be retained. There are too many high school age students 
in the Woodside area and not enough in Ravenswood. 

And we have a feeling that district residents will 
not be in a mood to pass a bond issue financing the 
construction of a new school on the district-owned 
Sand Hill Road site — especially when they realize that 
the district still has authorization to sell $300,000 in 
bonds for Ravenswood expansion. 

Thus, 
necessary. 

All of those who attend tonight’s meeting should also 
realize this; The district board must abide by a new state 
board of education policy which states that minority group 
balance MUST be one of the factors considered when a new 
school is built or new attendance areas are created. 

To our mind, this is not just a state policy.

We feel sure that the school board will give weight 
to this factor —as they will to the announced policy of 
moving the fewest number of students as possible.

that they hope to lower the tax 
rate in 1963-64 for the fifth 
consecutive year — but spend- 
ing won't go down. 

New money will come from 
increased assessments and new 
construction. 

Even at that, we can thank 
Santa for the county tax rec- 
ord. It is one of the lowest in 
the state while the assess- 
ment ratio stays below the 
state average. 

We're growing up so fast our 
problems are many and expen- 
sive and until the federal gov- 
ernment sets a definite trend 
downward we can hope for lit- 
tle less than we are getting lo- 
eally. 

County officials are hoping 
they can reach an agreement 
soon with the Redwood City 
councilmen to close several 
streets so the new areas for 
parking can be improved and 
put into use. The county pur- 
chased the land some time ago 
and ultimately plans to erect a 


storage garage as high as eight 
stories but this will come later. 
Members of the county 
probation department, no 
matter what side they hap- 
pen to favor, will have a 
Christmas with worries.

grant will accomplish was out- 
lined by City Planner Robert 
Ironside, in advance of the ap- 
proval. 

Itll take about six months 
for Ironside’s request to be 
processed and when this pro- 
cessing is done. The city will 
have to come up with one-third 
of the cost of what’s expected 
to be a $30,000 planning job. 

The federal program, Iron- 
side, said, is based upon the 
intense need of cities to cope 
with the mounting problems of 
urbanization and population 
growth. It enables cities with 
a population of less than 50,000 
to provide a level of planning 
services available to cities of 
greater size with greater finan- 
cial resources. 

In a letter of transmittal 
asking council approval of 
the application, the planning 
commission had some obser- 
vations of its own: 

“We are faced with increas- 
ing growth problems requiring 
improved base maps and back- 
ground to help us make de- 
cisions concerning land use,” 
the commission's letter ob- 
serves. 

“Our many traffic problems 
point out the need for an im- 
proved circulation system. Pro- 
spects are for steady increase 
in area and population. With- 
out more knowledge of exist- 
ing conditions it will not be 
possible to meet the challenge 
of the future. 

“A general plan is basic to 
sound development Zoning 
and day to day administrative 
planning are important and 
necessary but they will not cre- 
ate a desirable community un- 
less they are a part of an idea 
that extends beyond immedi- 
ate development problems. 


“It is unrealistic to pre- 


cisely draw the shape of the 
future community; this area 
changes too fast,” the letter 
goes on. 

“Instead, we should deter- 
mine the social, economic and 
technical facts which make up 
the physical form and charac- 
ter of our city. The general 
plan is a statement of these 
facts extended into the future; 
an expression of major trends 
and goals of our community.” 

The commissioners then re- 
capitulated their objectives in 
city planning: 

1. Promotion of health, safe- 
ty and beauty in the communi- 
ty.

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Preservation and proper 
utilization of the natural aes- 
thetic qualities of the physical 
environment; 

3. Efficient and compatible 
use of land for living, business 
activity and employment; 

4. Establishing a sound circu- 
lation network to allow access 
through and within the commu- 
nity; 

5. Efficient operation of re- 
quired public utilities and sery- 
ices. 

6. Encouragement of private 
and public economic growth. 

This may sound like some- 
thing which could be evolved 
with little trouble, but if it’s 
to be done, efficiently, quite 
a bit of staff time and effort 
is entailed. The reference to 
“base maps,” for instance, 
leads to a whole pandora’s 
box of other considerations, 
some of which might not be 
efficiently undertaken by 
members of the present pro- 
fessional staff. 

Ironsides, for one, sees a 
whole series of studies and sur- 
veys which will go into the hop- 
per if the $30,000 in federal 
and city funds is approved. 


There will necessarily be sur- 
veys of existing land use, the 
existing street system, econo- 
mic studies, a survey of exist- 
ing public utilities, a study of 
population trends and a reap- 
praisal of social values and 
goals. 

Projections must then be 
made on the basis of what the 
surveys turn up; following that, 
sound planning principles will 
have to be applied to make the 
whole thing reasonable. And 
community objectives must be 
kept in mind, all along the line. 

Today, of course, the city’s 
governing bodies are concerned 
with the preservation of Menlo 
Park as a single-family residen- 
tial town. 

Future planning commis- 
sions might not feel that this 
is the best course of develop- 
ment. 

While it’s easy to say that 
these objectives will contin- 
ue to guide the thinking of 
the commission and _ city 
council, there are ways in 
which this could be changed 
overnight. 

The discovery of oil under 
some southern California resi- 
dential communities changed 
their characters almost instant- 
ly, for instance. While such a 
discovery isn’t possible here, 
modern technology has a way 
of turning up all sorts of “‘eco- 
nomic promise” in the earth it- 
self and beyond that industrial 
development or research ex 
pansion might exert tremen- 
dous new influences on plan- 
ning objectives. 

Whatever the future holds 
along these lines, however, Ir- 
onsides sees as the purpose of 
the over-all planning job as “re- 
sulting in a more efficient, 
healthful and satisfying com- 
munity.”

In 1962, 19 medical investi- 
gators received grants amount- 
ing to $91,857 for research 
projects in TB and other re- 
spiratory diseases, Dr. Bodie 
said. An additional $33,640 
went for medical education.

Public Health. 

As a result, six promising 
youngsters were financially 
able to spend the summer stu- 
dying at the UCLA Medical 
School, and six at the UC Medi- 
cal School in San Francisco.
